(1) in rule 2 — 

(1) the following clause shall be inserted 
after clause (a), and the existing clauses (b) 
and (c) shall be renumbered as clauses (c) and 
(d) respectively 

“(b) ' company * means an incorporated 
company, Wheresoever incorporat- 

(ii) the following clause shall be inserted 
after the existing clause (c), and the existing 
clauses (d), (e), (f) and (g) shall be renum- 
bered as clauses (f), (g), (h), and (i) res- 
pectively : — 

“(c) 1 manufacturing process 7 means any 
process for — 

(i) making, altering, repairing, orna- 

menting, finishing or packing, or 
otherwise treating any article or 
substance with a view to its use, 
sale, transport, delivery or dis- 
posal, or 

(ii) pumping oil, water or sewage, or 

(iii) generating, transforming or transit- 

ting power. 5 ’. 

(2) for rules, 3, 4 and 5 the following rules 
shall be substituted, namely : 

“3 (1) The Statistics Authority shall be- 
fore the end of December or, in the ease of a 
factory engaged in the sugar industry, before 
the end of June in each year, serve on the oc- 
cupier of each factory which is engaged in an 
industry specified in Schedule I or which, hav- 
ing previously been so engaged, has temporarily 
suspended manufacturing processes, a notice re- 
quiring him to furnish to the Statistics Autho- 
rity — 

(a) a return in duplicate in the form ap- 

propriate to the industry in which 
the factory is or has been engaged 
relating to the next following calen- 
der year or, in the case of a factory 
engaged in the sugar industry, the 
next following annual period com- 
mencing with the 1st July and end- 
ing with the 30th June, and 

(b) if the factory is owned by a company, 

two copies each of the annual 
balance-sheet and profit and, loss ac- 
count, and of the Director’s report, 
“if any, for the period to winch the 
return relates if the company’s ac- 
counting year coincides with this 
period, and otherwise for the last 
preceding year for which the ac- 
counts of the company were closed ; 

and when any factory whioh was not inexist- 
ance or was not engaged in any such industry 
in December or, in the cage of sugar industry, 


in June, in any year, during the next follow* 
ing calendar year or, in the case of sugar in- 
dustry, during the next following annual period 
as aforesaid, engages or is about to engage in 
any such industry, the Statistics Authority shall 
serve such nbtice on the occupier of such fac- 
tory as soon as may be, and the provisions of 
this sub-rule shall apply as if the period to 
which the return related ^vere the portion of 
the said calender year or annual period, as the 
case may be, during which the factory is engag- 
ed in such industry. 

(2) If the occupier of any factory on whom a 
notice has been served under sub-rule (1) (here- 
inafter called the first occupier), at any time 
during the period to which the return required 
to be furnished under such notice relates, ceases 
to be the occupier of the factory, and some 
other person (hereinafter called the second 
occupier) becomes the occupier thereof, the first 
occupier shall immediately on ceasing to be the 
occupier inform the Statistics Authority of the 
change of occupancy and the name and address 
of the second occupier, and the Statistics Autho- 
rity shall as soon as may be serve on the second 
occupier a notice requiring him to furnish to 
the Statistics Authority — 

(a) a return in duplicate in the form ap- 

propriate to the industry in which 
the factory is engaged relating to 
that part of the said period during 
which the second occupier is the oc- 
cupier of the factory, and 

(b) if after the change of occupancy the 

factory is owned by a company, two 
copies of each of the documents 
which may be required to be fur- 
nished under clause (b) of sub-rule 

a). 

(3) If the occupancy of a factory changes 
more than once during the period to which the 
return required to be furnished under a notice 
served on the occupier thereof under sub-rule 
(1) relates, the provisions of sub-rule (2) shall 
apply on each occasion as if the outgoing- oc- 
cupier were the first occupier and the incoming 
occupier were the second occupier. 

4. (1) Any occupier of a factory on whom a 
notice has been served under rule 3 shall fur- 
nish the return and documents as required 
thereunder so as to reach the Statistics Autho- 
rity not later than two months after the expiry 
of the period to which the return relates : 

. Provided that any such occupier, who at any 
time during the period to which the return re- 
quired to bo furnished under the notico relates, 
ceases to be the occupier of the factory, shall 
furnish a return and documents as aforesaid re- 
lating to that part of the said period during 
which he has been the occupier of the factory 
so as to roach the Statistics Authority not later 
than two months after hi& ceasing Ito be the oc- 
cupier ; 

Provided further that if any factory, on the 
occupier of which a notice has been served 
under rule 3, is dismantled or otherwise ceases 
to be a factory at any time during the period to 
which the return required to be furnished 
under the notice relates, the occupier shall fur- 
nish a return and documents as aforesaid relat- 
ing to that part of the said period during which 
the factory was in existence m as to reach the 
Statistics Authority not later than two months 
after the factory ceased to exist. 
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(2) If on representation being received from 
an occupier before the date on which a return 
required to be furnished under this rule the 
Statistics Authority is statisfied that there is 
sufficient reason for so doing, the Statistics 
Authority may — 

(a) allow an extension of time for sub* 

mission of the return up to one 
month, beyond the said date ; 

(b) in the case of a factory owned by a 

company, allow copies of the balance* 
sheet, and proht and loss account 
and of the Director’s report, if any, 
to be submitted separately from the 
return by such date aa he may speci- 
fy- 

5. (1) The Statistics Authority shall forward 
with the notices referred to in sub-rules (1) 
end (2) of rule 3 three copies of the form in 
which the occupier on whom the notice is serv- 
ed is required to furnish a return. Two copies 
of the form shall be used for the purpose of 
submission of the return as required by rule 
4, and on the third copy the occupier shall re- 
tain an exact copy of the return submitted by 
him. 

(2) If the occupier of any factory reoeives 
with a notice served on him under rule 3 copies 
of a form which is not appropriate to the in- 
dustry in which the factory is or has been en- 
gaged, shall within seven days of the receipt of 
the said notice intimate to the Statistics Autho- 
rity the industry in which in his opinion the 
factory is engaged, the principal products of 
the factory and the anticipated approximate 
value of each such product during the period 
for which the return is required ; and upon 
the receipt of such information, whether with- 
in time or not, the Statistics Authority shall 
determine the industry in which the factory is 
engaged and, if it is an industry specified in 
schedule I, shall as soon as may be after the 
receipt of such intimation serve upon the oc- 
cupier a notice requiring him to furnish a re- 
turn and documents as provided for in rule 3 
in relation to th^t industry, forwarding there 
with three copies of the form appropriate to 
that industry, and the provisions of these rules 
shall apply and the occupier shall furnish a 
return as if the fresh notice were the original 
notice and had been received on the date on 
which the original notice was received. 

(3) If any factory on the occupier of which 
a notice has been served under rule 3 at any 
time subsequent to such service becomes engag- 
ed in a different industry from that in which it 
was previously engaged, the occupier shall with- 
in seven days of the factory becoming so en- 
gaged, intimate to the Statistics Authority the 
industry in which in his opinion the factory 
will thenceforth he engaged, the principal pro- 
ducts of the factory and the anticipated appro- 
ximate value of each such product during the 
entire period for which the return is required 
and upon the receipt of such intimation, whe- 

ther within time or not, the Statistics Autho- 
rity shalh after making such further enquiries 

a« he may consider necessary, determine the 

industry in which the faotory is engaged and, 

if it is an industry specified in schedule I, shall 

as soon as may be serve upon the occupier a 

notice requiring him to furnish a return and 

documents as provided for in rule 3 in relation 

to that industry, forwarding there with three 


copies of the form appropriate to that, indus- 
try, and the provisions of these rules shall ap- 
ply and the occupier shall furnish a return as 
if the fresh notice were the original notice and 
had been received on the date on which the 
original notice was received.” 

(3) For sub-rule (1) of rule 6, the following 
sub-rule shall be substituted, namely : 

"6 (i) Any notice required to be served and 
any return required to be furnished under these 
rules shall be served or furnished, as the case 
may be, by transmission through the post under 
registered cover with acknowledgement due, and 
on the outside of any cover — 

(a) containing a notice, the Statistics 

Authority shall cause to he written 
prominently the words 3 * * * * * * * 11 Notice 
under the Census of manufacturing 
Industries Rules, 1945,” 

(b) containing a return or other documents 

required to be furnished by an oc- 
cupier, the occupier shall cause to be 
written prominently the wurdja 
“ Confidential — Return under the 
Cencus of Manufacturing Industries 
Rules 1945.” 

(4) In sub-rule (2) of rule 6, for the words 
brackets and figures il The notice referred to 
in sub-rules (1) and (2) of rule 3 ” the words 
" Any notice required to be served on the oc- 
cupier of a factory under these rules ” shall be 
substituted. 

(5) In rule 7, for the words and figure 
“ under rule 3 u the words “to be furnished 
under these rules ” shall be substituted.
